BORO N. C. 
New York, July 23. 


A Greensboro, N. C. *{>ecial states that 
Carl Schurz made a speech there last night, in 
which lie said lie belonged to tho anti-slavery 
party all his life, and if he is not now lighting 
in the ranks of Ute Republican party, it was 
their fault, not lits. 
lie advocated the con­ 
gressional acts of reconstruction in order to 
secure Degree( their civil and political rights. 
After this it liecame their duty to secure polit 
ical rights and privileges to rebels who Dud 
laid down their arms in good faith.

He said the Democratic party
